Crop Report. 


WINNIPEG, Man., July 13.—Crop 
conditions throughout the Prairie pro- 
vinces continue to be favorable, ac- 
cording to the Weekly Crop Report 
issued today by the Agricultural De- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Sd@thern Alberta has great- 
ly benefitted by rains during the past 
week, Continuous wet weather 
throughout June retarded work of 
summer-fallowing to a considerable 
extent. Livestock has never been 
better than it is this year. Cattle re- 
ceipts on local markets are consider- 
ably heavier than previous weeks with 
prices remaining steady. ; 

In the Province of Manitoba crops 
continue to do well, there has been 
ample moisture during the past week 
and the weather has been ideal for 
growth. Early wheat on summer-fal- 
low land is from 24 to 89 inches high 
and about 50 per cent. heading out. 
Pastures are good throughout the 
Province and stock is in fine shape. 
Haying is just commencing and there 
will be heavy crops. Crop prospects 
over Saskatchewan continue promis- 
ing. Wheat is a satisfactory stand 
with clean stiff straw and without in- 
dication of rust. The only district 
reporting any sign of rust is Vantage 
(Vanguard Subdivision) where slight 
traces of red rust are said to be in 
evidence. Wheat is heading out and 
is about ten days ahead of average 
year. In the Province of Alberta 
crops in general are doing well and 
conditions give every reason for opti- 
mism. It is not meant to imply that 
Southern Alberta has not a fair crop 
in sight yet, but prospects of a bump- 
er crop which seemed inevitable have 
somehow changed. Crops in poorly 
prepared lands are suffering acutely, 
and even grain on well prepared sum- 
merfallow has started to wilt, There 
is plenty of grass in, practically every 
part of the province and farmers and 
ranchers are inclined to hold their 
stock until fall or until such time as 
they become in good condition. Dry 
warm weather with high winds have 
prevailed during the past week in the 
Edmonton, Dunvegan and B. C. Rail- 
way Districts. Conditions on the 
whole are good but rain is needed in 
most points. All districts in British 
Columbia report dry warm weather 
and conditions favorable for growing 
crops. Raspberries are beginning to 
move freely and while the crop will 
be light in some districts, it is expect- 
ed that the average will be fair. Stone 
fruits with the exception of sour chcr- 
ries will be light, early vegetables are 
making good progress, the report 
states. 


Saddle Stolen. 


A stock saddle and Navajo saddlo 
blanket belonging to W. J. Helmer, of 
Sundre, was stolen on Sunday after- 
noon on the Edmonton trail about five 
miles northeast of Calgary. Mr. Hel- 
mer was forced to unsaddle and turn 
his horse loose as it became sick, and 
went to get another horse. When he 
returned hoth saddle and blanket were 
gone. The saddle, which is a square 
skirted, single cinch, stock saddle, has 
the name of the maker, G. L G,, 
Portland, Oregon, stamped” on the 
back of the cantle,

NEW MINIMUM WAGE ORDER 

New orders setting forth the mini- 
mum wage for various lines of in- 
lustry have just been made by the 
Alberta Minimum Wage Board in ac- 
tordance with the terms of the act 
1s passed by the legislature to pro- 
vide a minimum wage for women. The 
various industries covered by the new 
wders include: Manufacturing, not 
‘ess than $12.50 per week; hotels and 
<estaurants, $16.50 (seven days); 
‘aundries and cleaning, $12.60; per- 
sonal service occupations, $14; offices, 
$14; shops and stores, $12.50. 

Apprentices’ wages, according to the 
orders, are to range from $6 per 
week up. Provision is also made for 
the payment of overtime at not less 
han the minimum wage. 

The new regulations come _ into 
effect on August 1st and will apply in 
the following places: Edmonton, Ca)- 
gary, Lethbridge, Medicine Hat, Red 
Deer, Wetaskiwin, Camrose, Drum- 
heller, Coleman and Redcliff,
